To our shareholders 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that | can report to you that 
1973 was not only the most profitable year in our company’s 
history but was also the year in which our sales were at an 
all-time high. 


FINANCIAL RESULTS 


Total Net Sales under management were $21,448,869, an 
increase of 15% over the $18,630,727 reported for 1972. 


The benefits of our changing sales mix, coupled with increases 
in new business, are clearly demonstrated in our greater profits. 
An increase of 15% in sales resulted in a 23% improvement 
in profits; net income was $1,119,522 compared with $907,189 
for 1972. 


Earnings per share were $1.25, on a greater number of shares 
outstanding, compared to $1.04 for 1972, an increase of 20%. 


GABRIEL DIVISION 


Gabriel manufactures and distributes shock absorbers and 
tail and exhaust pipe for both the original equipment and 
replacement markets. This Division will commence shipment 
of our bumber energy absorbers, for original equipment use, 
in the second half of 1974. 


As in our previous annual report, we are providing virtually the 
complete financial statements of Gabriel for 1973. There was 
a $1,560,666 improvement in working capital in the year, bring- 
ing total working capital up to $5,139,726. Our working capital 
ratio reached 2.8 to 1 compared with 2.2 to 1 in 1972. The 
improvement in working capital primarily reflects cash flow 
through profits which in 1973 is at its highest level yet. 


Net profits of the Gabriel Division increased to $1,834,807, up 
27% over the $1,441,215 earned in 1972. Pre-tax profit as a 
percent of sales is 18%, the same as 1972, with net after-tax 
profit as a percent of sales increasing to 10.4% from the 9.3% 
experienced in 1972. The pre-tax profit percentage would have 
further expanded in 1973 had it not been for rapidly accelerat- 
ing material costs which in many cases we were unable to 
recover in our selling prices. Sales for the Division increased 
14% to $17,656,387. 


VDH-ORANGEVILLE DIVISION 


Our Orangeville Division encompasses the manufacturing, 
service and distribution operations of Van Der Hout Associates, 
J. C. Adams Company, Jaco Catalogue Equipment, Permatex- 
Pep, Monahan Supply Corporation, and a new joint venture, 
the ABC Fire Extinguisher Company. The Orangeville Division 
supplies a wide range of service equipment, tools, supplies 


and parts to the Canadian service and replacement markets. - 


In addition, the Division supplies a number of products for 
industrial use. 


Sales for 1973 were $3,792,482, an increase of 23% over the 
$3,091,979 reported for 1972. The 1973 figure reflects the 
Monahan acquisition for part of the year. As anticipated 
Monahan made no contribution to earnings during the period, 
so that Orangeville pre-tax profit as a per cent of sales declined 
from the 14% reported in 1972 to 13% for 1973, nonetheless 
a creditable performance. 


Late in 1973 a joint venture agreement was entered into with 
Power-Pak Products Inc. of Spartanburg, South Carolina, for 
the manufacture of all purpose dry chemical fire extinguishers. 
Operations of the joint venture, 51% owned by Van Der Hout 
Associates, commenced in early 1974. We are now offering in 
both the industrial and automotive markets a complete range 
of fire extinguishers. 


THE FUTURE 


Accompanying this report is information describing a proposed 
transaction (subject to shareholder approval) in which Van Der 
Hout Associates Limited will acquire from Maremont Corpora- 
tion, for treasury shares of Van Der Hout, the 51% of Gabriel 
of Canada Limited which is presently owned by Maremont 
Corporation. Gabriel of Canada will therefore become a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Van Der Hout. 


As a result of this transaction Maremont Corporation, our long- 
time partner in Gabriel, will increase its equity in Van Der 
Hout Associates from the twenty-three percent they presently 
own to about fifty-eight percent. 


The acquisition of the non-owned portion of Gabriel of Canada 
by Van Der Hout has long been an ambition of your Manage- 
ment for many reasons, not the least of which is the 
demonstrated growth of Gabriel. 


The transaction contemplated is based on 1973 actual earn- 
ings of Van Der Hout and Gabriel, and will result in pro forma 
1973 earnings per share of Van Der Hout remaining unchanged. 
This was an important part of our discussions with Maremont 
and | am pleased to report that result. 


Our company has historically demonstrated its ability to com- 
pete successfully within its chosen markets. This, coupled with 
new products introduced by our own development efforts, by 
new joint ventures or by further acquisitions augurs well for 
the future. Prospects for the future are enhanced by the fact 
that Maremont Corporation will have, by the transaction 
referred to earlier, a greatly heightened interest in our Com- 
pany. In addition to shock absorbers, Maremont supplies 
exhaust systems to both the replacement and original equip- 
ment markets in the United States. As well, in its first six 
months of operation, Maremont’s Worldparts Division delivered 
about $5,000,000 worth of product into a rapidly growing United 
States foreign car parts market. A Worldparts Division in 
Canada may well be organized on a similar basis to capitalize 
on our own growing foreign car population. 


As previously reported to you, Richard D. Abelson, Chairman 
and Chief Executive Officer of Maremont Corporation, and 
Richard B. Black, President and Chief Operating Officer of 
Maremont, have joined our Board of Directors, replacing V. L. 
Van Der Hout and J. H. Sanderson, both of whom, after many 
years of exemplary service to the Company, have retired. We 
are also increasing our Board from eight to nine and propose 
to nominate as a Director, Mr. Albert E. Woods, recently 
retired after many years as a senior officer with the Toronto- 
Dominion Bank. Mr. Woods brings many years of experience 
to us and his addition on the Board should further broaden 
our scope. 


Considering the foregoing, the sales of new product developed 
by us; the operations of our new joint venture, the new oppor- 
tunities available to us with Maremont’s greater interest in 
our Company, and the addition of the three new Directors 
coupled with our proven management team, we face the future 
with a high level of enthusiasm. :
